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Today’s E 


Pvt. Kenneth Shadrick found out that this is a real war.. He was 
one of the thousands of American troops now on the receiving end 
of communism’s militant methods to inforce their brand of “friend- 
ship” and world peace.” He could have given you graphic examples 
of what happens when aggresive leaders ignore boundary line trea- 
ties. 

But Pvt. Shadrick is dead. He reportedly became the first Ameri- 
can caualty when U.S. forces attempted to halt a Red tank drive 
south of Suwon, Korea. 

And, for the rest of us, the initial shock is over. We’re beginning 
to realize that it’s going to take a lot of money and many lives to 
support our stand against communism — a stand we will back to 
the hilt. We realize, too, that to make this stand really effective, we 
are, as never before, faced with the need of discouraging apathy to- 
wards wastes in our domestic, non-military governmental finances. 

Even BEFORE this new explosive obligation, we, as a nation, 

«labored under the higest taxation in our history. These taxes sup- 
ported the highest national budget in our history — a budget that 
was riddled with indiscriminate wastes revealed by the Hoover Com- 
mission. 

Astounding to many Americans, the bi-partisan Hoover Com- 
mission pointed out that approximately FOUR BILLION DOLLARS 
could be shaved from the tax load NOT BY REDUCTION OF SER- 
VICES, but by merely instituting good management in government. 

The Hoover Commission uncovered a few examples: The Veterans’ 
Administration employs 15,482 people to take care of its insurance 
program but private insurance companies need only approximately 
1,762 employees to handle an equal volume. Wasteful management 
is also seen in estimated costs of “federal” projects. Colorado-Big 
Thompson Project was estimated and sold to the Congress at only 
44 million. Final costs, once the project received approval, was near- 
ly 132 million! 

These instances are only a fraction of the wasteful items disclosed 
by the Hoover Commission. \ 

While giving complete support to the military campaign, we can’t 
afford to ignore the equally important campaign of sensible economy 
in domestic government spending. 

If we allow this, the standards of living of this Republic will be 
thrown into jeopardy.

Total sales of California valen- | 
cia oranges during the week end- | 
ing July 8 were only about 435) 
cars less than those of the pre-| 
vious week, despite the fact that | 
the 4th of July holiday was ob- | 
served in all raarkets of the na-| 
tion and no sales were transacted | 
during that day.
